HONOLULU, March 2.—Harry  Scullin, 
gon of a capitalist of St. Louis, accidentally 
shot himself on the steamer Siberia be-

He had placed a revolver in a drawer 
in his stateroom and, when he opened the 
drawer, the weapon struck the side and 
exploded. 

The bullet lodged his right thigh. 

Scullin was a through passenger, but 
Was put ashore here, and the X-ray will 
be used to find the bullet. The wound 
is not believed to be serious. 

Mrs. John Scullin some time ago re- 
ceived a cablegrany from Harry Scullin, 
her son, who was then in Honolulu. He 
cabled that he had met with a slight acci- 
dent on the boat and had stopped off at 
‘Honolulu to recuperate. He said he had 
recovered sufficiently to permit him to con- 
tunue his journey, but did not explain how 
the accident happéned.

Burglars accused of stealing agricultural 
machinery plece by piece until they had 
a carload which was ready to ship to 
the country, and who are said by the po- 
lice to be responsible for many bold rob- 
beries, were arrested Tuesday by Sergt. 
Nolte and a squad of policemen. They 
are incarcerated in the holdover. Their 
names are Elias Parr, Otis Ellis, John 
Woods, William Oliver, Wiliam Campbell 
and George Woods. 

Parr, Otis and John Woods were ar- 
rested at 611 South Sixth street, next door 
to the implement store which was robbed. 


Oliver Campbell and George Woods were 


arrested at 9% South Second street. 

The police say the men are all well-known 
police characters and that they have formed 
one of the boldest gangs of burglars that 
has troubled the force for a long time. 

The discovery that a car was loaded 
with agricultural implements and was in 
the Frisco yards ready for shipment to 
Annapolis, Ill., was made quite by acci- 
dent. 

The Kuhlman Implement Co. for a long 
time has been missing implements and 
parts of implements. The robbery was 
most mysterious. The manager of the 
firm complained to Sergeant Nolte of the 
Central. District, who began investigations. 

Sergeant Nolte ~lieapned “that William 
Campbell, who has been working as a sub- 
stitute watchman at the old City Hall, was 
often seen in the vicinity of the agricultural 
establishment. 

Police Followed

Monday night while the 
watching Campbell, they saw George 
Woods, an alleged ex-convict, meet him, 
and they went to the house at 611 South 
Sixth street.

BILLIONS DUE 
TRUM GAS FRM 


Fabulous Claim in City’s Be- 
half Made by Meter 
Expert. 


William James, who describes himself as 
an expert inspector of gas meters, Tuesday 
filed a petition in the circuit court for a 
writ of mandamus against the city of St. 
Louis, the Laclede Gaslight Co. and the 


Carondelet Gaslight Co. to compel the two 
companies to comply with the provisions of 
section 349 of the St. Louls municipal code, 
enacted in 1888, relating to the inspection 
of gas meters. 

Incidentally James alleges in his petition 
that the city is entitled to recover many 
millions of dollars from the Laclede and 
Carondelet Gaslight companies. 

James filed a suit some time ago, bring- 
ing the same subject matter to the court's 
notice. In that case, as in this, he acted 
as his own attorney, and the suit was dis- 
missed. 

The ordinance under which James as- 
serts that the city could recover fabulous 
sums from the gas Nght companies fol- 
lows: 

Section 349. Meters to be sealed and 
stamped—Hereafter no new meter shall 
be set or put in use without first being 
seaied and stamped, as provided by this 
chapter, and furthermore, from the date 
of the said supervisor’s entry upon the 
duties of his office, no meter whatever 
shall be sent from any of the gas com- 
panies without seal and stamp of the su- 
pervisor thereon, and the supervisor Is 
hereby required to examine and test. me- 
ters sent to the place of testing by any 
gas company at the rate of a dozen me- 
ters within 24 hours, free of charge, and 
seal and stamp the same if found correct, 
and any gas company using such meters 
without being sealed and stamped by said 
supervisors as aforesaid shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be fined $5 each day 
that such meter has been used. 

James alleges there are 80,000 gas meters 


illegally in use in St. Louis, and that the 
city is entitled to recover $400,000 a day 
from the two companies using them. He 
declares that as a citizen of St. Louls he 
has an tnterest in the city’s affairs and a 
right to bring this suit.

June 6 was the date of another letter, 
written by Mrs. Burdick to her husband.

NO REDRESS FOR DRUNKARD. 


Edwardsville Juries Seldom Convict 
Persons Accused of Robbing 
Inebriates. 

The practice of juries has made it an 
unwritten law in Edwardsville that men 
who get drunk and then get robbed have 
no redress and one who robs a drunken 


man is seldom punished. That Is the ef- 
fect, although the immiunit granted is 
based on the “reasonable doubt” which 
Edwardsville juries deem to attach to all 
such cases by reason of the slight depend- 
ence which is to be placed in the state- 
ments of prosecuting witnesses who were 
drunk when they were robbed.

FILIPINO CHAIRMAN SAYS 
HIS BAND WAS DEFENSIVE 


Purpose Was Protection Against 
| Speaker’s Unfavorable Rulings 
and Not to Hamper Legisla- 
tion, He Declares. 


, By a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
| JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 24.—Did 
14 Democratic members of the House of 
| Representatives form a combination for the 
purpose of dictating legislation at the ses- 
sion which adjourned yesterday? 

_ This was the main point which developed 
during the course of the investigation con- 
ducted by the House committee appointed 
to inquire into the charge that money had 
been used to bring about the defeat of 
school book legislation. 

It was eStablished that the following 14 
men had decided to stick together in op- 
position to the school book bill and their 
votes were usually cast solidly on all pro- 
positions: 

Representatives Long of McDonald 
County, Davis of Barry, Graham of Ja£per, 
Reinmiller of Newton Lynam, Luig, Seiber 
'and Selph of St. Louls and Chapman, Do- 
lan, Leahy, Casey and Lindsey of Kansas 
City. 
In his testimony before the committee, 
Representative Graham edmitted that he 
was the cha rman of this organization, 
which was styled the ‘“Filipinos.”’ 
He denied that money was the cause of 
their belligerency towards the Dockery ad- 
ministration. He explained that it was for 
defense against the rulings of Speaker 
Whitecotton and his “dictatorial methous”’ 
that such a combination was made. 
Whatever may have been the purposes 
or the motives back of the combine, it was 
as powerful as any that ever existed in the 
St. Louis House of Delegates. 


How Small Combine 
Could Tie Up Legislation. 
It was a controlling factor because the 
Republicans, who were willing to embar- 
rass the Democrats as much as possible on 


party issues, usually lined up with the in- 
surgents. Particularly did the minority 
party stand with the Filipinos in their op- 
position to the Davidson schoo!l\ book bill.

Sultana, Magnificent Lioness 
Put to Death by Current 
of 700 Volts. 


Amid the roars of every other lion in 
the Zoo, Sultana, a young HMoness re- 
cently captured in the wilds of South 
Africa, was killed by her keepers Tuesday 
noon. Electricity was used, 700 volts be- 
ing turned through her quivering, strain- 
ing body. 

Chloroform and ether, enough to kill 35 
men, quieted Sultana so that eight men 
could hold her while the current was shot 
through her shoulders. 

Even then the animal] reared and quiv- 
ered and strained at the ropes which bound 
her head and legs. Two men at each rope 
used all thelr strength to hold her pros- 
trate on the big platform. 

A year ago Sultana ran wild in the 
jungles of South Africa. She was cap- 
tured and brought to America in a little 
cage just big enough for her to lie in. 
The voyage consumed 90 days, and in the 
course of it Sultana was bruised about the 
Shoulders by being thrown against the 
sides of the cage. Dr. G. A. Hughes of 
3113 Locust street, a veterinary surgeon 
who spent years in the care of Barnum’s 
animals, pronounced the nerves of. + 
fioness’ shoulders paralyzed and recom- 
mended treatment by electricity.

Sultana was locked in a little 
cage and placed inside the steel arena. 50 
feet square, where the animals of the Zoo 
are exhibited. 

She seemed to realize that something 
was about to happen to her, for her keep- 
ers said she had never before been so sav- 
age.

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MUST PAY THEIR DEBTS. 
Geretary Hay's response to the Argentine note proposing com- 
bined action of American states to resist the forcible co!lection 
of debts is a mere quotation from the President's utterances 
On this topic. 

In his mersage of Deo. 8, 191, the President gave plain no- 
tice that this government would not guarantee any state against 
punishment for wrongdoing, provided that punishment did not 
take the form of acquisition of territory by a nonamerican 
gtate. Moreover, he told the nations in the South that they must 
keep order within their own borders and pay their debts. Then 
eame thie significant passage quoted by Mr. Hay: 

“Advocating and adhering in practices in questions concerning 
iteelf to the resort to international arbitration in settlement of 
éontroversies not adjustable by the orderly treatment of diplo- 
matic negotiation, the government of the United States would 
always be glad to sce the questions of the justice of claims by 
one state against another growing out of individual wrongs or 
mational obligations, as well as the guarantee for the execution 
of whatever award might be made, left to the decision of an im- 
partial arbitral tribunal before which the litigant nations, weak 
and etrong alike, may stand as equals in the eye of interna. 
tiona!] law and duty.” 

The justice of this position cannot be questioned by any rea- 
sonable citizen of Spanish-American republics. The notion that 


the states of America should combine to resist the forcible col-' 


lection of debts does not appeal to the sense of right of the 
people of the United States. If people will not voluntarily honor 
their just obligations they must be compelled to pay. That is 
the rule in private and public affairs. If South American gov- 
ernments imagine that this country will help them to repudiate 
their just and lawful obligations, they imagine a vain thing. 

The passage quoted at length has the stamp of true American- 
ism. Our government is pledged to arbitration itself and is com- 
mitted to use al] its moral force to induce other nations to ac- 
cept the principle and adopt the practice. More than this no 
honest government can reasonably ask. !

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MISSISSIPPI RIVER AT THE FAIR. 


Dr. W. C. Stubbs, commissioner of the State of Lou'giana at 
the World's Fair, has issued a circular letter asking for informa- 
tion concerning the Mississippi river as a factor in the growth 
of the country. 

“No celebration,” says Dr. Stubbs, ‘‘would be complete without 
special emphasis of the importance of the Mississippi river as a 
factor in the upbuilding of the country. To trace the evolu- 
tion of the facilities for, transportation on this great river is 
but to write a history of the country.’’ 

This is exactly the position assumed by the Post-Dispatch in 
the beginning of the World's Fair project. 

The Louisiana purchase had its origin in the necessity of the 
people of the western states for a depot near the mouth of the 
river and free navigation from i!ts source to the gulf. Jeffer- 
son proposed to buy only New Orleans or terriiory near the 
mouth adequate for this purpose... The purchase of the entire 
territory was the suggestion of First Consul Bonaparte, which 
was immediately adopied by the American negotiators, approved 
by Jefferson and the Senate which confirmed the unauthorized 


treaty. 
The commercial value of the Mississippi, then deemed s0 


vitally important, has grown with the growth of the country. 
Indeed. Dr. Stubbs Is not far from the truth when he says that 
the history of the Mississippi is one with the history of the 
country, for the great river has been a controlling factor in the 
moral and materia) development of the nation. And this !m- 
portance will be magnified by the construction of the Panama 
canal and the opening of a direct water route from the ports 
on the great lakes to the Orient. 

Anything bearing upon this great subject will be of interest at 
the World's Fair. The State of Louisiana, having taken the 
initiative, may depend upon the co-operation of the communi- 
ties of the entire Mississippi Valley. No exhibit could be more 


distinctively American than this.

Ano.iner attempt to boost 
wheat at the opening was a gnastiy fail- 
ure, the siight gain in price being speedily 
lost and aiter that it was ali up witn 
the bulis and down with the maikets. This 
is the result of Armour manipuiauon and 
vull deais that buil traders swore by when 
he was working the market and the bears. 
As a Chicago Board of Trade map, who 
was on the St. Louis Exchange, remarked, 
‘Tne whole country, from New York to 
San Francisco and from Minneapolis to 
New Orveans, has been iong on Armours 
bull tips and manipulation, and now, they 
are sepliling their wheat.’ Coarse grains 
were exceedingiy heavy, the miserable 
shape that their cash markets had worked 
into having a very unfavorable eifect upon 
speculation. While this liquidation is go- 
ing on legitimate conditions do not count, 
but a clearing of the congested situation 
in all grain should lead to good reactions, 
The openin of lake navigation will be 
then a good bull factor.
